Continuation of 3. NOTE: The claims are amended to add he particle size of the microparticles formed by the microemulsion concentrate 
to the independent claim. This adds the limitation to the dependent claims that did not previously require the limitation and would require a 
further search in order to determine if the claims would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made. 



Continuation of 13. Other: Applicant has amended the instant claims and asserts in view of Lambert that the Examiner has pointed out, in 
the method according to lines 6-18, col. 4, the surfactant is added to an ethanol-free tocopherol and therapeutic agent. The Examiner 
previously pointed out Example 4, which discloses "The method of preparation was as- follows: synthetic .alpha.-tocopherol, paclitaxel, 
ascorbyl 6-palmitate, and TPGS (a surfactant) were dissolved in 10 volumes of anhydrous undenatured, ethanol with heating to 40- 
45. degree. C. The ethanol was then drawn off with vacuum until no more than 0.3% remained by weight. Therefore the surfactant was 
added in the presence of ethanoLand not and ethanol-free composition. 
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
